We shall know all about those- 
points when 
the 
supreme 
court 
passes upon them. 
But there is good 
reason to believe that Judge Landis 
has hit upon the right weapon to 
to put the fear of the law into thd 
hearts of arrogant corporations. It 
is fashionable to say that the way 
to make the law respected is to put 
some of its eminent violators 
into 
jail. 
The logic of that view is irre­ 
futable, but the trouble comes in 
carrying out the principle in prac­ 
tice. 
When it conies actually to the 
point of imprisoning a good fellow 
whom public opinion refuses to re­ 
gard as a member of the criminal 
classes, 
somebody — prosecutor, 
judge, or ju ry m an — is pretty sure to 
weaken.

Days and Years and Light and Heat en 
the Red Planet. 
The days in Mars are of about |th e 
sam e length as ours—24 hours, 39 min- J 
utes, 23 seconds. 
Mars makes her 
orbit around the sun in a little more 
th an 686 days; therefore the seasons 
are almost tw ice as long as they ara 
w ith us. 
The atm osphere of Mare is 
rich in w atery vaj»ors. 
Oceans can Im 
§»vii, and a t the ia>les thick ice, which 
melts when sum m er comes. 
The va­ 
riations in tem perature are extreme. 
Mars receives only half as much solar 
heat as our globe dees. 
The sun ap­ 
pears half as large, and the nights 
receive their light from t|»o moons, 
which are smaller than ours— Deimos i 
and Photos. 
Tile weight is such th a t one of our 
kilograms would only weigh 370 grams 
there. 
A m an is only able to carry bis 
own weight on his back. 
Transported 
to Mars, he could carry three times as 
much, som ething like 225 kilos. 
In 
taking observations of Mars through 
the telescope one can s<*e a distinct red 
disk, m arked with more or less bril­ 
liant spots. 
Some of the spots which 
are greenish are the oceans; other very 
red ones are tile continents, greater 
in extent than the oceans, which is the 
opposite to the way the earth is dis­ 
posed. 
The most brilliant spots ara 
the ice covered regions of the poles, 
and the clouds are almost equally 
bright. 
The atm osphere of Mars Is 
more transparent than ours, aud its 
sky is incomparably d ea r. 
T he w aters of Mars are more divided 
and distributed in inland seas joiued 
by long arms, which are sometimes in­ 
curving. but oftenest almost rectilinear, 
i aud which m ark the brilliant surface 
! with dark lines, ju st as the line of 
lead divides the panes of glass in our 
church windows. 
All these dark lines 
form a pattern which Is relatively 
sym m etrical and which does not seem 
to have been m ade by chance. 
A plan 
so regular m ust have been designed, 
and for a long tim e the observers of 
Mars have been disposed to consider 
these lines as canals dug by the Inhab­ 
itants of the planet for the needs of 
their civilization.—Charles Torquet in 
Metropolitan Magazine.
